POSSE RAIDS A BLOCKHOUSE 


MOUNTAINEERS 
FIGHT 
AND 


ABE BADLY WORSTED. 


THEIR FORTRESS IS BURNED 


MORE TROUBLE LIKELY TO BE 


THE CONSEQUENCE, 


Middlesboro, Xy., tfeb. 13.—Al- 


though the scene of the fight yester- 
day between the sheriff's posse aad 
Lee Turner's men is less than four 
miles from this city, it is still im- 
possible to ascertain the exact caus- 
alties on the Turner side. 
It is 


known that nine men, all told, are 
dead, but it is not yet known defi- 
nitely how many men were in the 
log cabin when the officers made the 
attack and 'burned it, tand it may be 
that several were killed or wounded 
and were consumed in the flames. 
Those who escaped into the Cum 
berland mountains are still defiant, 
The dead are; 


Deputy 
Sheriff 
Charles Cecil, 


Posseman John Doyle and the fol- 
lowing; mountaineers—Charles Dye, 
negro; Harsh Wilson, iPerry Watson, 
Frank Johnson, bar tender; Hike 
Welch, Jim Prado and Joe Hopper. 
Thene are reports of wounded Turner 
men. being1 cared for in the moun- 
tains. Numerous murders have been 
reported as having been committed 
in and about the noted log house, 
which was surrounded by a barricade 
thirty feet high and there are gen- 
eral expressions of satisfaction over 
its destruction. 


A month ago some mules owned by 


Turner were levied upon because of 
a debt due Oiles Colson. A week 
ago Turner, with a body guard, (went 
to Virginia, where- the mules had 
been 
taken, 
and 
regained them. 


WMle escaping, Booo-e McCreary, one 
of 
Turner's 
aids, was 
mortally 


wounded. Yesterday afternoon Dep- 
uty Sheriff Thompson, of Bell coun- 
ty, swore in a posse of fifty citizens 
of Middlesboro to arrest Turner and 
the men employed in the Virginia 
raid. 
Turner 
h*ard of this and 


gathered the mountaineers into his 
fortress for his defense. 


When the posse arrived a demand 


for surrender was refused, and firing 
began at once. Deputy Sheriff Ceci] 
was killed in front of Turner's gate- 
John Doyle, a member of the posse, 
endeavored to secure the body and 
was shot dead. 


Enraged <by this, the posse set fire 


to the wooden, fortress, 
The flames 


spread rapidly and a steady stream 
of bullets was poured into the barri- 
cade, resulting in the known deaths 
of seven other men, Finally a num- 
ber of Turner men fled to the moun- 
tains. Trouble is expected, however, 
before any arrests are made oa the 
charge of murdering Cecil or Doyle. 
Lee Turner, with his brother, "The 
General," and a larger force, are pa- 
trolling the district around the ruins 
of the "quarter house" today and 
will allow no one from Middlesboro 
to pass to the Mingo mines or else- 
where. "Meantime the officers are xe- 
ticent ^43 to their next move.

• "This treaty is apparently a carry- 
ing out of the policy enunciated by 
Secretary Hay in his note of July, 
1900. It should meet with approval 
in America, as it crystallizes into 
actual practice those ideas for which 
we have striven. It affects us only 
favorably, and as apparently giving 
to us just what we have wished, the 
'open door/ should be welcomed here. 


"This is on its face no altruistic 


move. Japan and England say that 
they have interests at stake and 
they announce that where there is a 
coalition of powers against one the 
other will join its ally in resistance 
and that they will mutually exert 
their influence in peace to aid each 
other. The agreement recites that 
they seek to obtain,, in China and 
Corea equal opportunities 
for the 


ommerce of all nations, and-therein 
s distinctly to our advantage.

"While we may welcome also the

to reach the cause, which was a 
woman, following her came money, 
then lawyers, then trouble. Messier 
said: 


"One year ago last month I 
re 


ceived a letter 
from 
my brother 


Israel telling me to come to him at 
once. He then resided 
in 
Port 


Wayne. I went to him and he told 
me he was in trouble. He said that 
his stepdaughter was going to have 
lam 
arrested 
for 
bastardy. He 


wanted me to save him and his 
money. I employed Attorney W. A 
Branyan, of Huntington, and he ad- 
vised my brother to get his money 
together and skip the country, as he 
believed the girl would have Israel 
arrested for incest. Israel asked me 
to take charge of the collection of 
the money due him, as his wife 
watched every move he made and it 
would be impossible for him to get 
his funds together. I'agreed, after 
consulting the conference commit 
tee, and the work was done ill three 
weeks. Israel also turned over to 
me $7,000, which I was to take care 
of, and signed over to me personally

Wabash, Ind., Feb. 13.—A trial is 


in progress in the circuit court in- 
volving a treaty of the Miami In- 
dians with the government in 1832, 
the aged defendant to the suit being 
ninety " years old and 
one of the 


parties who signed the treaty seven 
ty years ago. The title of the case 
is Bridget Uoche, daughter of the 
pioneer resident 
of Huntington, 


John Roche, against iil-so-quah, 
known as Bevarre. 
Mrs. Bevarre 


lives on the tract of land at issue, 
near Boanoke, and has spent almost 
all her life there. 


By the treaty of St. Mary's with 


tbe Miamis in 1818 ten sections of 
land were set aside to the little band 
of Miamis to which Mrs. Bevarre be- 
longed. This land was to be held 
jointly. By the treaty of 1833 the 
Indians surrendered their joint own- 
ership and it was allotted to them in 
severalty. The claim is no^r made 
by Mrs. Bevarre that in this allot- 
ment neither she nor her husband 
received any of the land, 
lbut the 


traet on which they lived /belonged 
to .Prancis Godfroy, who permitted 
them to cultivate it. 
Godfroy sold 


the laud in the early 40's to a white 
man, who, in turn, sold it to An- 
thdny Bevarre, husband of the de- 
fendant. On his death a dower of a 
life interest in the 320 acres was 
settled on the defendant, the fee to 
go to Ms two children, Anthony and 
Mary. 


Anthony's half was sold, and there 


'is now no question as to the title to 
that quarter section, 
Maty's half 


was sold to John Roche and his sis* 
ter is now suing for the property. 
It is claimed that in 1884 Kil-so- 
quah (Mrs, Revarre) executed a deed 
to Boche to all but twelve acres of 
the 160, "but this the veneratole squaw 
denies.

IN "WiAiBASH COTJET. 


Tho Aged Defendant Attached His 


Signature to Instrument Over 


Seventy Years Ago. 


Wobash, Ind., Fob. 13.—A trial is 


in progress in the circuit court in- 
volving a treaty of the Miami In- 
dians with the government in 1832, 
the aged defendant to the suit being 
ninety ' years old and 
one of the 


parties who signed the treaty seven- 
ty years ago. The title of the case 
is Bridget Boche, daughter of the 
pioneer 
resident 
of 
Huntington, 


John Boche, against 
Itil-so-quah, 


known as Bevarre. 
Mrs. Bevarre 


lives on the tract of land at issue, 
near Boanoke, and has spent almost 
all her life there. 


By the treaty of St. Mary's with 


the Miamis in 1818 ten sections of 
land were set aside to the little band 
of Miamis to which Mrs. Bevarre be- 
longed. This land was to be held 
jointly. By the treaty of 1832 the 
Indians surrendered their joint own- 
ership and it was allotted to them in 
severalty. The claim is now made 
by Mrs. Bevarre that in this allot- 
ment neither she nor her husband 
received any of the land, tout th« 
tract on which they lived Ibelonged 
to Francis Godfrey, -who permitted 
ffiem to cultivate it. 
Godfrey sold 


the laud in the early 40's to a white 
man, who, in turn, sold it to An- 
thony B&varre, husband of the de- 
fendant. On his death a dower of a 
life interest in the 320 acres was 
settled on the defendant, the fee to 
go to his -two children, Anthony and 
Mary. 


Anthony's half was sold, and there 


is now no question as to the title to 
that quarter section. 
Mary's half 


was sold to John Ttoche and his sis- 
ter is now suing for the property. 
It is claimed that in 1884 Kil-so- 
quah (Mrs. Bevarre) executed a deed 
to Boche to all but twelve acres of 
the 160, but this the venerable squaw 
denies. 


Mrs. Kevarre, bent -with age, her 


hair snowy white, yet keenly alert, 
gives her testimony through Gabriel 
Godfrey, the -old Miami chief. 
She 


presents a picturesque appearance 
and takes a profound interest in all 
that transpires.

ARTICLES LEFT Iff CABS. 


The annual report of the passenger 


department of the Lehigh Valley, in 
speaking of the baggage handled 
duringjbhe year 1901, brings up a 
rather interesting point in connec- 
tion with articles that are left on 
trains 'by careless passengers. The 
report states' that during the year 
1,270 articles of various description 
were found in its passenger trains, 
not including- those found in Pull- 
man cars. Of these, £88 were 
claimed and returned to owners, the 
balance, 982, still remaining in the 
hands of the baggage department, of 
the company awaiting claimants. 
The laws of nearly all states pro- 
vide that if such articles 
are not 


claimed within one year they may 
be sold at public sale^ after due no 
tice, after which the claimant has 
no right to any article so found, 
'Articles left in trains are varied in 
character, ranging from books to 
umbrellas, pockettbooks, wraps, va- 
lises, merchandise, etc. It is hard 
to explain the low percentage of 
calls made for them, unless it is that 
passengers do not generally under- 
stand that they are always turned 
'into fhe baggage departments as 
soon as found and are held there sub- 
ject to orders of the owners. Prob* 
aby some articles left on trains are 
picked up by other passengers, 'but as 
a general thing they ai&"foTrnd by 
trainmen and turned into the rail* 
road companies9 offices,
